I.Mt'oitTANT SO SriZAV.r.oAT.MKN. — Lt<t Saturday, 
h the steamer Eclijise was preparing to start out, 
bout twenty of her hands de.-erted and sued out 
attachments against her for their wages from New 
Orleans to this port. On the trials — which were 
before Justices Clement & Matlack — it was proved 
that they had made a verbal contract to make the 
trip to this city aud back to New Orleans before any 
part of their wages should be due, but that arriving 
in this city they had loft the 1/Oat in distress, aud, 
without even a demand for payment, had attached 
her. But the Justices gave judgment againat the 
Isoat, under an act of Congress passed in 17110, whi n 
there were no steamboats. This act, which lias refer- 
ence only to sea vessels, pro\ ides that contracts to 
ship seamen on board of any ship or other vessel 
bound to any foreign port or to any port in a State 
not adjoining, must be in writing. Appeals were 
taken from this decision by the boat ill such of the 
cases as were decided against her, but Capt. Rroad- 
well Ijeing compelled to leave, and not having time 
to attend to the takiug of depositions, &c., consented 
to a compromise, the hands paying all the costs. 

We understand that it has become quite common 
for deck hands to take this course, being emboldened 
by their repeated successes, as the captains base 
been generally willing to pay their demands «nd 
costs rather than delay their lx>at« to try the cases. 
Uut the imposition is very heavy, and in the case of 
the Eclip-e if all her crew had attached, as they 
were ready to do if the first ones met no resistance, 
the court fees alone would have amounted to about 
$250, to say nothing of the trouble and expense of 
being deserted by a crew at the very busiest moment. 
Boatmen should for convenience make their contracts 
in writing, but if they do not, they should put a stop 
to this ivractice by appealing in every case.

Mr. Bowlin, in conformity with instructions, was 
to withdraw from his mission as soon as it should 
appear that the Government of New Grenada per- 
sisted in a refusal to comply with demands fat the 
redress of the grievances of which we complained. 
He has accordingly withdrawn, and diplomatic in- 
t-Toourse closes. 

The United Slates Government does not intend to 
commit tmj act of war, but will simply proCect the 
transit. This will be done by landing a force, w hen 
necessary, for the security of the railroad and the 
passengers. 

It is an important fact that the Ilritish and French 
Governments have both interposed to advise the 
Government of New Grenada to do justice to the 
United States in the matters iiending. The llritish 
Government has directed their minister at Washing- 
ton to advise the New GrenadLn Government to 
comply with our just demands. 

Death ok the Dkkd Scott Plaintii ; .— John 
F. A. Sanford, an eminent merchant of New York 
city, died on Tuesday, in the Mai year of his age. 
He commenced life as a trapper on the Missouri, 
rose to a partnership in the great St. Louis firm of 
Pierre Chouteau, jr., & Co., and rapidly accumulated 
a fortune amount inic to not less than a million and a 
half «.f dollars. He, iu connection w ith George 
Poa!;ody, Emj., the Ix.ndon banker, made $000,000 
on one year's importation of British iron, maiuly f r 
railroads. But the cares and anxieties of his im- 
mense business proved too great for even his vigor- 
ous mind, and Mr. Sanford was some mclhths ince 
stricken down with insanity. lie recovered his rea- 
son after a time, but not jiermanently; he was again 
stricken, and died utplerthe infllc;ion— more deserv- 
ing of conimisseration in the midst of his vast wealth 
than many a beggar who does not know where to lay 
his head. 

Mr. Sanford, as executor for the late Dr. Emerson, 
was the nominal pLiintid' in the Dred Scott case, on 
which the Supreme Court have rendered so famous 
a decision.

The road, soon after leaving Montbard, begins to 
«ho\v something of the wild scenery characterizing 
Hurgundv. The hills are higher, and more abrupt in 
their outlines. The ground is covered with vine- 
yards instead of cereal crops. A vine-growing 
country is not the most agreeable sight that can be 
looked" upon, though its broken character might 
please the eye of an artist. Instead of the arbors 
on w hich the vines are often trained w ith us, or al- 
lowing the vines to hang in graceful iestoons from 
the mulberries, as is the care in Lombardy, they are 
rarely suffered in this part of France to grow more 
th in" a few feet in height, and l>ound to upright 
sticks, looking at a distance like pieces of lath. The 
vines are stripped of their leaves as much as is 
deemed safe, so as to give the fruit the utmost pos- 
sible advantage of the sun. A more unpicturesque 
landscape than that of a country covered with vine- 
yards can hardly be imagined. Some of the hop- 
grow ing districts in Otsego county are magniiicent 
in comparison. The Cfass iPUr, as the country we 
are now traversing is called, produces some of the 
finest w ines of France. A disease called the oid.'um 
— something analogous to the rot in potato — lias se- 
riously aflected the product of late years, but hopes 
are entertained that the worst has been passed, and 
that hereafter the vines cdB yield as bountifully 
and of as good quality as formerly. 

Tonnerre, a little town of nearly 5,000 people, of- 
fers some attractions to detain the traveler. It is 
intimately associated with remembrances of M irga. 
ret of Burgundy, Queen -of Sicily, whose beautiful 
tomb can be seen in the church of St. Pierre i he 
most curious thing in Tonnerre is a fountain in the 
middle of the tow n, that bur.-ts ant with scjeh $m 
abundance, that at a short distance from its source 
the stream is crossed by a stone bridge of two 
arches, and a little further it is employed to drive 
the machinery of two mills. This region has been 
made classic grcund by O'iar iu his Commentaries, 
■nd here he achieved "one of his greatest triumphs 
over the Gauls, who, 250,000 stroug, made a de.-per- 
ate attack upon the Romans, mustering in all le.-s 
than 00,000 men. But these last were old legiona- 
ries, commanded and led by Cas ar. The Gauls 
were defeated with great slaughter, ami their leader, 
with a grandeur of spirit that won the resjiect of his 

I conqueror, surrendcu d himself as the sole autho - 
of the war. Dressed in his choicest armor, and 

| mounted on his favorite bat tie-horse, he slowly, and 
with an air of dignity, rode around the tribunal of 
Ca-sar, and p .using in f.-ont, without saying a word, 
threw down his helmet, his sword, and his mantle at 
the feet of his conqueror. 

As we advance toward Dijon, the road seems to be 
involved in a chaos of mountains. He must have 
been a bold engineer, who constructed it. With a 
thundering crash and roar the train rushes through 
tunnel after tunnel, and bringing into view as it 
emerges from each, new and more shocking land- 
scapes, and now striding over dark valleys by mag- 
uiticeut viaducts. The grade is a rapidly ascending 
oup, the weather had changed, and the tops cf many 
of the mountains were hidden in clouds of gray mist. 
At a short distance from Dijon we entered the tun- 
nel of Blasy, one of the greatest works of its kind in 
Europe. It is two and a half miles long and cast 
two million dollars. Throughout a great part of its 
length it is roofed and lined with admirable mason- 
ry. The track is double. For proper ventilation 
the mountain has been pierced by twenty-eight wells 
or shafts. The deepest of these is more than six 
hundred feet. The live or six minutes required for 
the passage of the train seemed half an hour, and it 
was with a feeling of great relief that we emerged in- 
to the ojieii country and pure air, and soon saw before 
the towers and "st:-ep!es of Dijon the capital of 
the old Duchess of Burgundy.

According to an official art icle in the Zeit, this 
Government has caused its diplomatic representa- 
tive at Washington to remonstrate with the I'nited 
States Government, on account of the many acts of 
violence committed on immigrants in American 
j»orts, by forcibly pressing, or with artilice kidnap- 
ping, them on board American vessels, ami thus 
securing their compulsory service on hoard Ameri- 
can merchantmen. These steps at Washington 
have been mainly founded on a re[sirt published by 
the Lit e r P OOS 1 Society for the Protection of Foreign- 
ers, which shows, among other things, that during 
the past year and the tirst mouth of this year be 
cases had come to the knowledge of the Society of 
foreigners who had been compelled against their 
wills to serve on board American merchantmen, and 
who, on arriving in Liverpool, were so perfectly 
ruined in health and fortune aa to become entirely 
dependent t-pon charity and hospital aid. Of 87 
others who had been talked over into taking Amer- 
ican service voluntarily, a further number of 13 had 
been obliged to have recourse to surgical aid on 
reaching Liverpool, iu cousequence of maltreatment, 
and out of a total number of 10G cases that had 
come to the knowledge of the Society, only two 
persons were found who did not complain bitterly 
of the ill usage received on board American ve»- 
sels. 

The grierous malpractices in New York alsi »o 
which immigrants are exposed from the urtiiic of 
"runners" who hoax the ignorant stranger into d> 
lusive purchases and expensive routes to bhetr ties 
tim tion, have been rejieatedly and industriou>ly ex 
posed by the government here, through the agenc> 
of an Emigration Board for the information of in- 
tending emigrants and the sale of through tit kets 
to American ports has been strictly forbidden in the 
Prussian dominions, an example which has been 
followed by the Hamburg and Bremen authorities. 
On the other hand, this government baa al various 
times pointed out, even by its adfctal Oiaaaa, the 
superior advantages awaiting the emi^Tant in Aus- 
tralia and Canada, where, whatever the emigrant's 
individual success in life may be, he enjo\ s the ad- 
vantage of British laws and the regulate.: freedom 
obtainable under a monarchical government. It 
onlv remains for the local government Bad railway 
authorities in Canada to show the world good evi- 
dence of their really providing well for the dispatch 
of the immigrant to his destination, and ais protec- 
tion there, to obtain a considerable amount of coun- 
tenance willingly accorded to them by th ■ autho.i- 
ties here.

The news by the overland mail shows how fuUy 
justified the government and people of England have 
been in promptly supporting their officers in China.

We are evidently engaged in a momentous conflict, 
which it will require the utmost vigor, courage, and 
decision to bring to a close.
